ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, North Africa, Sept 8 (U.P.J-Italy 
has surrendered unconditionally and ordered its armed forces to re- 
sist the nazis if they should tiy to interfere with the surrender. 

The Italian collapse was announced today by Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower, allied commander-in-chief of the Mediterranean, who said 
that he had granted Italy a military armistice on Sept 3 and that it 
was effective "this instant" (10 a. m. MWT). 

At that hour Eisenhower went to a microphone of the United Na- 
tions radio station here and read his statement of the surrender to 
the world. , , 

Thus, five days after the allies invaded Italy proper, the nation 
officially was out of the war. 

A special announcement issued from allied headquarters explained 
the developments leading up to the capitulation of Italy as follows: 

' Some^weeks ago the Italian government made an approach to the 
British and American governments with a view to concluding an 
armistice. A meeting was arranged and took place in neutral terri- 
tory.

Now that we are expecting the actual Bc' 
sinning of a second front on the mainland 
of Europe any day. It is only logical to anti 
clpato also that the axis powers will put up 
a hard fight to save their lousy hides, and 
thcre'£ nothing more vicious than a battle 
that's waged in wild desperation. 

It may take months or even years to bring 
these murderers to their knees, and the lives 
of hundreds of thousands of men in our own 
fighting forces.' 

Of one thing wo muat be sure. Now that 
we have gone this far building guns, shlpi 
. planes, tanks and other implements of war 
training millions of men. and shipping all 
these supplies and manpower abroad, we 
must not fall to accept the full share of our 
responsibility as we approach the supreme 
test. 

Thp men on the fighting fronts are go 
to make the greatest sacrifices. There Is ___ 
escaping the hell that they must go through. 
So it's .up to us to make e'acrlflces also — to 
buy war bonds and stamps until It actually 
hurts. Wo must give these lighting men all 
the support at our command. We must give 
them all the supplies , and equipment 'thoy 
need, Irrespective of cost; Let it never bo 
said that lives were lost neodfcssjy because 
any of us at home failed to do our part.
